Probably  no  industry  of  bygone  days  had  so  much  to  do  with  the  build- 
ing up  of  New  England  as  the  whaling  industry.  Many  of  the  fortunes 
established  in  that  part  of  America  can  be  traced  to  their  source  in  the 
"stout  hearts  and  willing  hands"  of  these  whalemen.  The  calling  was  not 
only  a  perilous  one,  but  a  tremendous  financial  gamble  as  w^ell;  cruises 
often  lasted  from  three  to  five  years,  and  until  the  vessel  came  home 
"clean"  or  "greasy"  (meaning  empty  or  full),  the  success  of  the  venture 
was  quite  unknown  to  the  owners  ashore. 

The  whaling  material  in  this  catalogue  is  one  of  the  few  remaining 
collections  of  original  manuscript  and  pictorial  history  of  this  great  indus- 
try. Each  log  book  is  a  separate  story,  relating  in  autobiographic  fashion 
the  hardships  and  personal  anecdotes  of  the  navigator,  and  important 
happenings  of  the  cruise.  Pictures  of  the  sort  here  included,  whether 
prints  or  paintings,  are  documents  now  becoming  so  rare  that  one  scarcely 
sees  them  except  on  the  walls  of  the  museums.  The  collection  was  made 
many  years  ago  when  this  sort  of  material  was  still  available.  Today,  a 
collector  with  unlimited  means  at  his  command  might  still  be  unable  to 
secure  what  is  here  offered. 

The  late  Frank  H.  Reeve,  of  Camden,  N.  J.,  was  an  ardent  student  of 
the  old  shipping  days.  His  models  cover  a  wide  variety  of  ships,  obscure 
types  as  well  as  famous  ones.  They  make  a  handsome  record  of  nautical 
progress,  from  the  early  frigate  of  the  English  eighteenth  century  type  to 
the  last  of  the  great  American  clippers.  Many  of  these  models  were  col- 
lected by  Mr.  Reeve  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Europe;  others 
he  had  built  from  the  original  ships  as  he  saw  and  sketched  them.  Not 
only  are  they  a  fine  sturdy  miniature  fleet,  invaluable  to  the  collector  of 
ship  models;  many  of  them  also  have  very  high  decorative  quality. 

The  Liverpool  ware,  comprising  some  of  the  rarest  Liverpool  jugs, 
plates  and  bowls,  forms  an  interesting  group.  This  ware  is  unfortunately 
becoming  scarce  and  difficult  to  find.
